"Minor” Crops Showing 
Some Improvement 
Is Indication

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—Cro? amj 
weather conditions in Southern states 
for the weekend yesterday were sum­ 
marized by-the department of agri 
culture today as follows: 
Picking was largely at a standstill 
during most of the week, over much 
of the cotton belt, where the crop has 
not been harvested and considerable 
lowering of grade by frequent rain­ 
fall and cloudy weather was reported. 
Over much of the ■belt, there was 
only about one fourth of the possible 
amount of sunshine, and the 
centra1 
and western portions had generally 
two or three or more inches of rain 
fall. 
in Texas, late cotton made poo* 
progress, though weevil and 
worm 
ara less active. In Oklahoma, further 
v deterioration was reported and there 
was very little picking accomplish 
ed during the week because of wetness 
and muddy fields. 
In Arkansas harvest was practical­ 
ly at a standstill and there was con 
tllarable lowering of grade. The pick 
ing of outstanding cotton was delayed 
also in Louisiana, MftsAi*sippi and 
^Alabama andüarvest was largely sus 
pended in Tennessee. 
In the more eastern portions df the 
belt, cottoft has been practically all 
gathered, except in North Carolina 
and Virginia. 
Shipments of citrus are increasing 
in Florida and strawberry planting 
has been resumed there, following 
the rains of this week. 
All minor crops show improvement 
in the Southern states, the 
cooler 
weather being especially favorable for 
cane in Louisiana, while 
additional 
rains were very helpful in the south­ 
east. Tobacco has been about all se­ 
cured in Virginia. 
Condition in Alabama: Rains during 
week improved water situation. Light 
to heavy frost m interior at close 
Corn harvesting quite general, but 
open cottonretarded by rain. Picking 
cotton practically finished in most sec­ 
tions, except some fields in scatter­ 
ed places; open cotton in some fields 
was considerably damaged by rain; 
some Sprouting on ground; ginning 
I food progrea*.

ONE REASON WHY GREAT STATESMEN NO

There has been quite a controversy recently between 
the southern and northern newspapers over the small numl 
her of men in congressional halls today who are qualified 
as statesmen tos be there. 
The North claims that the 
South has failed and that 
there 
are no longer 
able 
statesmen to represent this glorious section of our Amer­ 
ica. 
The Southern newspapers come back in character­ 
istic fiery Southern expression and call the attention of 
Northern newspapers to a similar condition among the 
representatives of the New England states. 
Both claim 
that the other has fallen below the standards of days of 
long ago and both are entirely correct in their accusa­ 
tions. 
\ 
There must be a reason for this apparent lack of able 
men to represent the forty-eight commonwealths com­ 
posing the United States. 
Men today are just as gifted 
as they were half a century ago, minds are just as good 
men think as deeply and consider the mass of the people 
to a far greater extent fpr the old practice of class dis­ 
tinction is practically a thing of the past. America is a 
democracy in the true sense of the word and the high and 
low will share alike, else the foundation of our govern­ 
ment would be shaken. 
* 
The truth of the matter is this, statesmen, diplomats 
are placed far behind in the race for political honors. The 
man who can get up and stir the crowd with a raft of 
political propaganda and bunkem, rides into office ahead 
of his opponents, though his opponents may be far more 
efficient and well qualified for the position. 
The con­ 
gressional halls no longer ring with the speeches of pat­ 
riots bent upon serving the government and the people to 
the best advantage of both, statesmen apparently are lack­ 
ing in their own convictions and wait to see which way 
the political weathervane is pointing before thgy make an 
utterance or cast a vote. 
Take for instance the stir and turmoil that has stood 
in Congress for the past ten years over the Muscle Shoals 
situation. Would statesmen of another day stand for such 
rank carelessness in the handling of the reigns of govern, 
ment? Would they stand by and wait for the opinions of 
corporations, trusts, syndicates and individual money 
giants, before they dare cast a vote in either direction, 
The answer is obviously no, had such a thing taken place 
years ago there would have been new face» in eongress- 
ional halls as soon as an election was again held. 
1 The reason there are not statesmen in congress todaj 
is seen in the failure of statesmen to desir such portions 
If statesmen of the old type desired a seat at Washing­ 
ton .'the people would surely cast, a vote, in their favor. 
There is a vast difference in a statesman and a politician
